Bring in what you have: 
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The Stone & the Obsessed 


n the last issue of The Family Tree, I related the tale of 

my travels to Poland to find my ancestral hometowns, 

archives and cemeteries. I ended the article with the 
exciting news that I found my great-great-great-great 
grandmother’s tombstone in Toszek (Tost, Kreis Kattowitz, 
Upper Silesia, Germany) and added “that’s another story.” 

Here is the rest of the story. 

Upon our arrival in Katowice, we checked into the Hotel 
Warszawa, a very elegant high rise hotel unlike anything we 
saw on our 1989 trip to Poland. We received instructions to 
the regional national archive branch on ul. Josephowska which 
is behind another building, up a long walkway and looks like 
what I imagined a Russian detention center to look like. 

We had to get a special permit from the guard at the bottom 
of the hill using our passports and my letter of introduction 
from the National Archives in Warsaw. 

When we entered this fortress, we inquired in German who 
we should see about viewing old civil records. A woman told 
us that we could not see them ourselves and asked for our list 
of desired documents which she would look up, copy and mail 
to me in America, with the bill, of course. 

I told her I had not come all the way from California for this, 
insisted that I could see them and produced my permission letter. 
She realized I was not going away, so she left and brought back 
another woman who also spoke German. She led us to a 
wonderful research room, equipped with microfilm and 
microfiche readers, large desks for research and camera 


‘mounted in each corer of the ceiling. She then produced an 


inventory index of the archive’s holdings and instructed us to 

fill out a separate form for each book of records we desired. 
After doing this, we received our first batch in 1/2 hour, but 

we did not have enough time to look at everything because the 


- summer hours are only from 9 am til 2 pm. We requested to 


come back the next day and finish our project. After indicating 
what we wanted copied, we were read the rules for payment, 
vastly different from what we experienced in Sliwice (free, due 


_ toakind archivist in a small town), Bydgoszca (2 zlotys because 


we had a Polish citizen with us), and Czestochowa (militantly 
demanded $10 per page). The first page was an equivalent to 
$10, each page thereafter was $5 and a copy of the index was 
given to me as a special deal at the Polish citizen rate of about 
60 cents a page. 

In the afternoon, we visited the Jewish cemetery at 16 ul. 
Kozielska. I was fortunate that we met the caretaker outside 
the cemetery because he could let us in the locked cemetery 
which is still in use by the small Jewish community in Katowice 
and surrounding areas. He forbid me to take pictures as a sign 
on the wall also indicated, but I pleaded that I came all the way 
from America to visit my relatives’ graves and wanted to take a 
picture home with me. He pretended to look away as I brought 
three cameras inside. 

Since all the other Jewish cemeteries I had found in northern 
Poland were either just lands or fields, with no markings or 
stones or in decrepit condition, this was the first attempt to 
actually photograph a large cemetery with tombstones. 

All the rules about photographing in cemeteries did not hold 
up against the reality of the situation. The older part was 
overgrown with weeds, the umbrella of trees above obscured 
most of the daylight and the mosquitoes were the size of 
hummingbirds. There was no need for my tripod because I had 
to hurriedly move from stone to stone before the caretaker grew 
impatient by my intrusion. 

I took hand-held pictures of the tombstones with my wide 
angle/close up intrusion, documented the whole area with my 


small point and shoot camera, while my husband videotaped 


an overview of the whole cemetery. 
I would have liked to write down the information on the 
stones, but did not have the luxury of time,to.do.so...,...

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We had to move weeds from tombstones, brush spider webs 
off the carved letters and I had to use my flash attachment for 
most of the pictures. 

None of this was conductive to the finest photographic 
methods I have learned or lecture about. 

The next day we headed out to Pyskowice (about an hour 
away) which took longer because of detours caused by Poland’s 
historic flooding the month before our arrival. This town was 
where my grandmother, Frieda Wachsmann Karliner was born 
and lived with her family, the Wachsmanns and Perls. The 
woman in the local archive there zealously guarded her civil 
records, and although she found several documents I wanted, 
she would not copy them for me for any amount of money. 

She offered me transcripts which I did not want - I wanted a 
copy of my relative’s actual signatures on birth, marriage and 
death documents. No amount of pleading or crying resulted in 
success. We left the archive and I did not know if the water 
running down my face was from the rain outside or from my 
own tears of disappointment. 

So, we had lunch in the town square and ate a traditional 
Polish dish my grandmother used to prepare, called bigus, a 
hunter stew. 

The rain continued as we headed for Toszek, the ancestral 
home of the Wachsmann end-of-the-line ancestors I knew about. 
In driving rain, I asked an old man, in German, if he knew where 
the old Jewish cemetery was and he rattled off directions in 
Polish, pointing out of town, further down the road we were 
on. After many tries up and down that road, we finally figured 
out that the walled area at the outskirts of town must be the 
cemetery. With umbrellas unfurled, we circumnavigated the 
three walls available to us from the road. The front, where the 
gate should have been, was a five foot by 8 foot piece of thick 
plywood, braced by many stakes on the inside of what was the 
old cemetery. The two side walls were about six feet high,

Have you heard 
about the Irish 
“Griffith’s Valuation?” 

Griffith’s Valuation in 
Ireland was an undertaking in 
the late 1840s and early 1850s 
and was done as a primary tax 
valuation of land and 
structures on the land. In the 
valuation records, you find the 
name of the landlord and 
renter as well as a description 
of the property and its taxable 
income. 

Today Griffiths i is used as 
primarily a census substitute, 
given the loss-of Irish census 
records due to fire or other 
means of destruction. It does 
not give you the actual makeup 
of the family, but it does give 
you the possibility of locating 
the townland that your family 
came from as well as possibly 
finding other people with the 
same last name, nearby, who 
might be related. 

Griffiths also provides a 
Householders Surname Index 
to both Griffiths and the Tithes 
that can be used to track the 
incidence of your surname and 
on occasion this can locate 
possible places where your 
ancestor lived. These records 
are not for the beginning 
researcher! 

Lastly, Griffiths can form 
the basis for further searches. 
of land records help in Dublin, — 
at the Valuation Office. There 
you can actually track the 
possession of the land from 
about 1853 until the early 
1930s through subsequent 
valuations. Additionally since 
Griffiths provides you with the 
name of the landowner, 
sometimes if they were large 


landowners, you can then 
access their estate records 


through the National Library 
or the National Archives.

The restoration 
of the memorial — 
to the battle of 


Glen Fruin 

The Battle Of Glen Fruin at 
which, on the 7th February 1603 
the MacGregors, led by their 
Clan Chief, trapped the 


. Colquhouns at the head of the 


glen and massacred some 140 
men had been marked by a 
memorial stone. 

After the fight, the 
MacGregors made off with 
some 600 cows, 800 sheep and 
goats, plus 300 horses, having 
lost only two men in the fight. 

It was shortly after this battle 
that the MacGregor name was 
proscribed by James VI, but they 
were pardoned some 60 years 
later for services rendered to 
King Charles II. 

The stone marking the event 
had deteriorated such that the 
inscription was no longer 
readable, so the Helensburgh 
Heritage Trust decided to restore 
that historic memorial. 

The inscription is now clear 
for all to see and the restored 
stone was unveiled at a 
ceremony on the 11th October 
by representatives of Clan 
Greger and Clan Colquhoun - 
Ian MacGregor and Niall 


Colquhoun. They shook hands _ 
in a symbolic gesture, as had 
happened a few hundred years 


before when representatives of 
the two clans had met to end 


_ their differences. - 


The friends of Loch Lomand

It gives the five general 
search engines which are AOL Netfind, Excite, Infoseek, Lycos, and Yahoo. Then there is a 
general search with Alta Vista, HotBot, Search.com or WebCrawler. The HotBot search returned 
409,905 matches for genealogy. HotBot ranks the various sites on the basis of 100 percent. 
Family Tree Maker is one of the popular listings here. I also found here a lead to the Internet 
Family Finder. It is for searching families on the Internet. You input the given name as well as 
the surname. It searches up to five choices for you, including the internet, the user home pages 
and reports on Family Tree Maker Online, Message Boards on Family Tree Maker online, 
Classified ads on Family Tree Maker Online, the World Family Tree Online (Volumes 1-7), and 
CD 226 Online, which is the Marriage Index of Georgia from 1754 to 1850. This location is 
http://www. familytreemaker.com/ifftop.html . Also, you access here what is known as the 
Record Lookup Services. There is a charge for this, and it is spelled out in http:// 
www. familytreemaker.com/gramain.ht ml. United States Census records are included for search 
from 1790 to 1920, including the soundex. Genealogy databases include a search of the Social 
Security Application form SS-5. The Library Card Catalog listings include searching the Family 
History Library in Salt Lake City, and the Library of Congress, among others. The Military 
Records search includes the Confederate Pension Files Index, Confederate Pension Files, 
Confederate Service Records, Mexican War (1846-1848) Pension File Index, Official Records 
of the War of Rebellion (Civil War), Revolutionary War Pension File Abstract, Revolutionary 


War Pension Files, Union Army Pension Application Index, Union Army Civil War Pension - 


Applications, War of 1812 Pension Index, War of 1812 Pension File Abstracts, and the War of 
1812 Pension Files. They will search Passenger Lists including Czechs to America, 1846 to 
1899, with some to 1906, Germans to America 1850-1887, Holland to America 1820-1880, 
Irish to America 1846-1870, Italians to America 1880-1890, New York Ships Manifests 1902- 
1943, Russians to America 1875-1886, and Swedes to America 1820-1850. Included is a listing 
' of phone and city directories which they will search. Not only do they search foreign vital 
records, but also vital records in the United States. They give a listing of these records, which 
are too many to give here. Many of these compiled records can be purchased on CD. If you 
haven’t done so, you need to just type in the word genealogy at one of the search engines to see 
the various opportunities you have on the world wide web. Magellan Internet Guide has 640 
listings dealing with genealogy which are ranked by relevance with a brief description. It will 
take some time to go through the sites, but they can always be bookmarked to search later... The 
guides listed to search are Local City, LookSmart, Magellan, NetGuide, and Top 5%. The Top 
5% is an excellent place to search. It gives opportunities to refine your search into pictures: 
genealogy, Personal Home Pages, yellow pages, and to expand your search. But, in the listing 
of the top five percent the first listed is The Genealogy Home Page. You click on the full review, 
and it ranks the site as 88 percent for content, 40 percent for design, and overall it is ranked at 80 
percent. Then it gives you a summary of the site found at http://www.genhomepage.com/, This 
is an excellent site. It even gives a collection of genealogy software available for downloading 
as well as family charts. Five White Pages are listed where you can find a person’s phone number, 
address, e-mail name, and more. Use Bigfoot to find family, and friends. Chat Guides include 
Yack, and Specialty group gives a lead to maps, music, yellow pages, and home pages. Last, 
there are the Newsgroups which include Deja News and Reference.com. The last time I went to 
WEBCRAWLER the search results for genealogy news groups amounted to 261,785. On

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In the seventeenth century, 
knitting was widely practiced 


_in the rural areas and towns of 


Scotland. In early times, the 


| Scotsmen were barelegged. 


“The legs of these men, 
through constant exposure to 
the elements, were 
permanently tanned to a deep 
red brown color which gave 
them the nickname of 
“Redshanks.”” 

The leg coverings worn 
with the kilt were leggings of 
cut-and-sewn fabric, usually 
linen. The hose, reaching to 


the knee and leaving the rest 
of the leg bare, was made with 
the same material as the kilt. 
They were tied below the knee 
with tufted garters. 

Knitting found its way to 
Scotland by way of the traders 
who visited Scottish ports or 
via English contacts. The 
English used knitting, as they 
did the ban on Highland dress 
after the battle of Culloden in 
1746, to subdue the rebellious 
Scots. 

The English were fearful of 


the Scottish preference for 


hunting and herding and 
attempted to settle the 
Highland folk into “useful” 
occupations. Knitting was 


taught as a way to create docile - 


and obedient subjects. The 
knitters who lived near 
Aberdeen in the northeast 
Scotland specialized in hand- 
knit stockings. The knitters, 
known as shankers, were 
usually women, but sometimes 
also old men and boys. The 
knitter was also frequently the 
spinner and would make more 
money. A good knitter could 
finish two pairs of stockings a 
week if someone else spun the 
yarn for her. 

When the steel needles 
were not in use, they were 
stored in a barrel of oatmeal: 
to keep from rusting. 

Merchants from Aberdeen 
would visit the homes of the, 
shankers and would often 
exchange wool in trade for the! 
knitted stockings. The.

As a substitute for the cloth 
hose worn with the tartan kilt, 
the knitters developed Argyle 
patterning. Argyle stockings 
are made flat on two needles 
and a separate ball of wool is 
used for each of the diamond- 
shaped pattern areas, which 
have lines running through the 
centers. At first the tartan hose 
consisted only of two colors,

wars. The POW/MIA flag has beenruled legally to be “Public 
Doman” as is the American flag. Therefore, it cannot be claimed 
as the sold property by any organization or individual. 

The POW/MIA flag flew over the White House for the first time 
on National POW/MIA Recognition Day, 1988. On March 9, 1989, 
it was installed in the United States Capitol Rotunda. This occurred 
as a result of legislation passed overwhelmingly during the 100th 
Congress and additionally, in a rare demonstration of bipartisan 
Congressional support, the leadership of both Houses hosted the 
installation ceremony. 

Further, by joint Congressional Resolution, the POW/MIA flag 
— the only flag ever displayed in the US Capitol Rotunda — stands 
as a powerful symbol of national commitment to American Prisoners 
of War and Missing in Action. 

On August 10, 1990, the 101st Congress passed US Public Law 
1201-355, which recognized the POW/MIA flag and designated it, 
“as a symbol of our Nation’s concern and commitment to resolving 
as fully as possible the fates of Americans still prisoner, missing 
and unaccounted for in Southeast Asia, thus ending the uncertainty 
for their families and the nation.” 

The POW/MIA flag’s importance lies in the continued visibility 
of this symbol as a constant reminder of the plight of America’s 
POW/MIA’s. Other than Old Glory, the POW/MIA flag is the only 

flag to fly over.the White House and has flown in this place of 
honor on every National POW/MIA Recognition Day since 1982. 

In addition, the POW/MIA flag flies on Veteran’s Day and 
Memorial Day at the National Vietnam Veterans Memorial, on 
Federal and State buildings, at each National Cemetery and at 
military installations worldwide. It also flies at countless additional 
locations (including the library in Moultrie) throughout the nation 
every day of the year.

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Looking for 
roots in Wales? 

When you visit Wales and 
the National Library of Wales 
(Marine Terrace, Aberystwyth 
SY23 2DE Wales, UK) there 
are a few things you should be 
on the lookout for: 

Be sure and check tithe 
maps and schedules. If you 
can’t find the name of the 
place your ancestors were 
from on the map — perhaps it 
was a farm or house name and 
not a village or parish at all. 
The National Library of Wales 
has a collection of 1836-1847 
Tithe Maps which show 
ownership and occupancy of 
farms and homes. These 
residences are listed by their 
historical Welsh names. 

Be sure and check the 
Parish Registers/Bishop’s 
transcripts — some in original 
form and some on microfilm. 
Look for the Register of 
Banns...marriage had to be 
performed in the Parish in 
which you lived, either at the 
Parish Church or by license in 
the Registrar’s office. The 
Banns nearly always named 
the actual residence of the 
parents. Make sure you copy 

everything listed in these 
records for further study, and 
note everything you can about 
the source. 

Be sure and check the 
Census Records. The 
National Library has all Welsh 
Census Records for each 
district from 1841 through 
1891. The privacy limit is 100 
years. You will also find 


various court records although 
you must read and study the 
jurisdictions for the pertinent 
records. — 

Be sure and find the Parish 
Registers of Wales by J. Watts- 
Williams and C. J. Williams, 
1986. It lists every parish and 
the dates of existing parish 
records for each category, 
baptisms, marriages and 
burials. 

And, be sure you have 
written ahead to the county 
record offices that you wish to 
visit to do research, and ask 
their procedures and hours. 
Send two postal coupons 
(which can be obtained from 
your local USPS at $.95 each) 
with each request to ensure 


quick response.

One of the most precious 
spices known to man, saffron 
is an evocative combination of 
mellow bitter sweetness which 
has, since biblical times, been 
used to flavor sweet and 
savory dishes, create incense 
and perfume and dye cloth to 
a clear and vibrant yellow. 
Dyers value saffron for its 
fragrance as well as for its 
color. 

It takes the tripe stigmas of 
70,000 crocuses to produce 
less than half a kilo of the dried 
spice. It is called “living gold.” 

Saffron can be traced back 
to classical times, and was the 
great spice of the early 
Mediterranean.

Native Americans from the 
Cherokee, Creek and Choctaw 
Nations used to enjoy playing 
what in Scotland is called 
“The Lochaber Trump,” but 
which we know today as the 
old-timey “Juice Harp,” “Jaw- 
Harp” or “Jew’s Harp.” 

The reasons: Scottish fur 
traders who came to the New 
World during the 18th century 
would barter goods with the 
Indians, in exchange for 
valuable animal skins. And, 
one of the favorite items used 
in bartering was the so-called 
Lochaber Trump. 

The word “trump” comes 
from a Gaelic word, “tromb.” 
For generations, the 
instrument was well-known in 
the Lochaber District of the 
Scottish Highlands, to the 
north and west of the town of 
Fort William, Inverness-shire. 

This year, for the second 
year running, there will be a 
competition in playing the 
Lochaber Trump, held on 
MacRae Meadows at Linville, 
North Carolina during the 
annual Grandfather Mountain 
Highland Games, July 9 - 12.

Lerwick and it was said that 
_in foggy weather they could 
have a good idea of the 
distance sailed by the length 
of the knitting done. 

The hand knitting of the 
stockings succeeded because 
the work was portable and 
could be carried on in the 
midst of other chores. The 
knitters could keep pace with 
the hand spinners and the 
price of hand labor made it 
much more lucrative for the 
merchants than purchasing the 
equipment, creating 
workshops and training skilled 
labor. 

The late 1700s marked the 
end of centuries of the hand- 
knitting stocking industry in 
Britain. The spinning wheel 
put out yarn at such a great rate 
that hand knitters could no 
longer keep up the production, 
and soon the hand-knitter was 
gradually replaced by the 
stocking frame. Time required 
to knit fine stockings made the 
price unreasonable, and the 
commercial value of machines 
and the steam to run them was 
beginning to outweigh the 
advantages offeted by the 
craftsperson.

West Cork 
Heritage Centre

The West Cork Heritage 
Centre is operating a partial 
genealogical service under the 
direction of Diarmuid Begley, 
chairman. The centre operates 
an exhibition center each

The centre has indexed over 
half a million church records. 
Most of the records are from 
West Cork and include the 


Church of Ireland, Methodist,

of St. Mary’s RC parish in 
Cork City have also been 
indexed. The centre will 
search the records of just one 
denomination if you wish. A 
search usually takes about 
three months to complete.

You need to know 
about “Six Types of : 
Marriages (and 
therefore Records!)” 


Marriages in the United 
Kingdom fell into one of six 


' categories until recently. The 


four most commonly 
occurring ones were 
marriages (1) in the 


Established Church of each 
country, (2) in a Register 
Office, (3) in a nonconformist 
Church, (4) by Jewish or 
Quaker ceremony, (5) 
marriage for the housebound 
or detained and (6) marriages 
by Register General’s license. 
This is reserved for the dying. 

The way on which the 
process of marriage shall take 
place was laid down in 
Hardwick’s Marriage Act of 
1754. This Act sated that 
marriages, with the exception 
of Quakers and Jews, could 
only take place by banns or by 
license. They had to take 
place between the hours of 8 
a.m, and 12 noon. This was 
later extended to 3 p.m. and 
finally to the current hours of 
8 a.m. to 6 p.m. 

Marriage by banns meant 
that a couple had to be resident 
in the parish for one week 
before the banns could be 


read. Banns, had to be written — 


into the banns notice book and 
were either called in the 
church or proclaimed in a 
public place such as the 
market. The total process thus 
took one month from the start 
of residency to the completion 
of the banns when the 
marriage could then take 
place. 

A huge number of couples 
used the loophole of a single 
week of residency so that they 
could be married in places 
other than home. Reasons 
could include keeping the 


marriage a secret from people > 


who knew them.

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At a later date the Council 
noted: “At the present time, 
the applicants had not entirely 
started preparation of buriall 
places.”

Sadly, many serious 
researchers are reluctant to 
accept the idea great 
grandparents may have been 
arrested and tollboothed for 
minor or major offences. Thus 
missing family links are 
bypassed. Barony court 
records can prove fruitful 
because the name and address 
location are given. This home 
site location is usually the land 
they are farming or the hamlet 
wherein they lived. Quite 
frankly, the majority of our 
distant relatives were a coarse 
lot. Arms and Highland dress 
were unfeatured items on the 
peat smoked walls of a 
windowless _badger-like 
hutment in the Sutherland or 
Ross and Cromarty areas of 
Scotland. Living for most was 
merely existing for the 
moment. Still, here is an 
example of positive location of 
individuals. From court 
records dated May 14, 1716. 


This case is one of a series of 
prosecutions for brawling at 
fairs and markets. This 
example corroborates the fact 
that lawlessness and personal 
bickering were characteristic

James Dennistoun, quarrier in 
Paisley after many words and 
threats fell to fighting and 
beating each other with fists, 
staves and batons...a bloody 
affair... which was repeated 
again in the evening. They 
were brought to trial. The 
event was denied. Officials 
thought a fine of 50 pounds 
each would be appropriate. 
The case was finally settled for 
a 10 pound assessment per 
individual.” 
Here is an example of farm 
life problems. County records 
bear abundant evidence to the 
fact that in the 1700s and 
earlier decades, family feudes 
between neighbouring 
occupiers of lands were not 
uncommon and were carried 
out with great vindictiveness 
often attended with 
bloodshed. Because such 
conditions existed among a 
class removed by position 
above the “lowest or labouring 
class” lets us see to what a 
miserable social condition the 
loser classes of the people of 
Scotland must have been 
reduced, and enables us to 
account for so many called 
into the Criminal Courts to 
answer for assaults with brutal 
violence and generally with 
bloodshed and in some 
instances, the loss of life. 
Hostility had long existed 
between tenants of adjoining 
farms of Henderson in Abbey 
Parish. In 1708, James 
Langmuir and James Mitchell 
were tenants of adjoining 
farms. Hatred existed between 


them. On December 26, 1707, 
for reasons other than a feud, 
James Mitchell was accused 
by Alexander Langmuir of 
attacking Allan Langmurr, his 
son, and pursuing him into his 
father’s barn. James dragged 
Allan to the ground; beat and 
struck him with a thrashing 


- flail and stomped him to an 


extent Allan was unable to rise 
from bed. His life was 
endangered. James Mitchell 
was arrested and tried in court. 
Because this event occurred 
out of sight in a barn and there 
were no witnesses, the court 
was obliged to use the 
following method to 
determine guilt. The accused 
raised his hand. Under oath, 


he was asked if he was guilty _ 


as accused. The accepted 
belief, at that time, was if you 
told a lie your soul would 
eventually end up in Hell and 
would burn forever. . The 
accused certainly knew if he 


was proven guilty he faced

The Administrations tor 
Native Americans (ANA) sent 
word to the Delaware Tribal 
Headquarters that the tribe had 
been awarded a planning grant 
in the amount of $49,975 for 
the purpose of determining the 
best way to preserve the 
Lenape language. 

The position of Project 
Coordinator for the Lenape 
Language Project was 
advertised and Jim Rementer 
was selected for the job. An 
advisory committee has 
formed consisting of Mary 
Louise Watters, Mike Pace 
and Jan Brown. Tribal 
Manager, Russell Ellis, serves 
as Project Director. 

At the time of the arrival of 
the Europeans, the number of 
Lenape speakers might have 
been as high as 25,000. In 
many Indian tribes only a 
handful of elderly speakers 
remain, and when the Creator 
calls them home, their 
languages too will disappear. 
Lenape is one of these 
languages. 

The Lenape language is a 
member of the Algonquian 
family. Some of the related 
languages which are still 
spoken are Shawnee, Ojibwa, 
Potawatomi and Cree.

Mayflower 
2000 project 
underway in 
England 


Construction of the full size 
Mayflower 2000 replica is 
underway now in England and 
will take about two years to 
complete. As part of the 
Millennium 2000 celebration 
in Great Britain, the ship is 
scheduled to sail in the spring/ 
summer of 1999 with a crew 
of about 20 and a small group 
of passengers. 

The voyage to the “New 
World” will take about 66 
days, leaving from the village 
of Rotherhithe,’ the 
Thamseside port near London 
from which the original 
Mayflower sailed in 1620. 

Following the course of the 
original ship, the replica will 
visit Leigh-on-Sea, 
Southampton and Plymouth, 
Devon - before setting sail 
across the Atlantic. 

The new ship will be 
constructed entirely of wood 
as was the original. About 
10,000 “treenails” (wooden 
pins) will be used to attach the 


planks and the other structural 
elements. It will take forty- 
five oak trees to make masts 
and other features. 
Shipwrights experienced in 
the old ways of wooden 
shipbuilding are working on 
the $8 million project. 

Sponsorship is being sought 
from individuals and 
organizations. $25 buys a 
treenail; $1000 buys a plank; 
and $5000 buys an oak tree. 
Certificates will be sent to 
sponsors of a treenail and 
others will be honored with a 
small plaque. 

Information is also being 
sought from descendants of 
the Mayflower passengers of 
1620. A genealogical 
database is being established.

English Separatists, 
including Pilgrims‘and Puritans, 
were those people in England, 
who, during the reign of Queen 
Mary, refused to conform to the 
public services of the Roman 
Catholic Church. 

Separatists worshipped in 
defiance of the established 
Anglican Church of England.

three kinds of Separatists: 1) 
Those who believed in the 
established church having 
“connection with the state was 
wrong and unscriptural.

Lt. Col. John McCrae’s medals to 
be in Guelph, Canada, after all 


Canadian war hero, Lt. Col. 
John McCrae’s war medals sold 
at a Toronto auction for 
$400,000. They were bought by 
Chinese-Canadian Arthur Lee, 
who announced he would 
donate them to the Guelph 
Museum where the rest of 
McCrae’s memorabilia has been 
preserved. ; 

Lee, who read McCrae’s 
poem Jn Flanders Fields for the 
first time at the auction said he 
decided to buy the medals after 
hearing of their plight on TV. 
He said, “Our heroes and art 
should stay here - in Canada.” 
The 44-year old clothing 
manufacturer said, “It’s going to 
cut into my lunch money, but I 
just didn’t want to see the medals 
fall into foreign hands.” 

McCrae’s medals were 
believed to have been lost at sea 
but surfaced last spring in a 
Winnipeg coin shop.

On November 8; 1862, Col. 
Richard James Oglesby (1824- 
1899), commanding the 8th 
Illinois Regiment for the 
Union Army, captured 
Bloomsfield, Missouri as the 
Rebels fled south. While the 
event was not a major battle 
or of historical importance to 
the Army, history was made. 

In this regiment were 10 
printers and newsmen who 
discovered that The Herald, 
the local newspaper office, 


_ had been abandoned. They 


decided to use these facilities 
to publish a newspaper for 
their outfit — and named it 
The Stars and Stripes. .

Arizona Memorial? 

This 184  foot-long 
memorial built over the 
sunken battleship USS 
Arizona, is the final resting 
place for 1,102 crewmen and 
is one of the most recognized 
and visited memorials in the 
world. Designed by Alfred 
Preis, the monument is built 
over the battleship but does 
not touch the ship. The lines 
of this unique structure 
represent the architects’ 
concept of the events that took 
place at Pearl Harbor on 
December 7, 1941. The 
sloping roof line depicts the 
low point experienced by the 
nation after the initial defeat, 
but the roof line raises at each 
end in sharp contrast to the 
center section to emphasize 
the ultimate victory achieved 
by the United States. From the 
entry and assembly rooms 
visitors quietly proceed to the 
center section which is 
comprised of seven open 
sections on each side. As you 
gaze out through these 
openings, you begin to 
visualize the terror that 
streaked out ofthe cobalt skies _

Swedes and Swedish- 
Americans celebrated the 
350th anniversary of the first 
Swedish colony, called New 
Sweden, which was founded 
on the banks of the Delaware 
River at what’ is now 
Wilmington. Part of this 
celebration included some 
special services for those 
interested in tracing their 
Swedish ancestry. One of 
those was that the Swedish 
post office would provide 
some basic information, and 
there was a form one could use 
to request that information. 

Swedish Council of 
America, as the national 
umbrella organization for 
Swedish-American clubs, 
served as the contact point for 
distributing the forms for 
requesting this service. 

This service was, I believe 
discontinued in 1989, right 
after the conclusion of the 
yearlong celebrations.

Torricelli and Morella try 
to keep ancestry 
question on US Census 

U.S. Senator Robert C. 
Torrecelli (D-NJ) and U.S. 
Representative Constance 
Morella(R-MD)have introduced 
a concurrent resolution in 
Congress calling for keeping the 
ancestry question inthe 2000 US 
Census. 


The announcement was 
made at a recent news 
conference by the Working 
Group on Ancestry, a coalition 
of ethnic leaders working to 
preserve the ancestry question 
and other’ demographic 
information gathered on the 
Census Bureau’s long form, 
which goes to about one in six 
households during each 
census. The information 
gathered on the long form is 
the only source of information 
about the ethnic composition 
of the United . States 
population. Currently, the 
necessity of the long form is 
being debated by 
congressional subcommittees.

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surnames from generation to 
generation. Each person had 
a unique name. 

To confound the problem 
(from a genealogical point of 
view) a single person may 
have several different names 
over the course of their life 
time. For example, a member 
of the Hopi people may be 
given a name shortly after 
birth when the child is brought 
to see the sun for the first time. 
That name may carry through 
childhood until adolescence 
when initiation in one of the 
societies brings an entirely 
new name. The name may 


have a relationship to the clan _ 


membership ot the child’s 
parents. 
The person may also have 


an English name for 
government purposes like 
being enrolled in school or 
voting in tribal council 
elections. Albert Yava, a 
Tewa-Hopi from the village of 
Hano on First Mesa, in what 
became known as the State of 
Arizona, concisely illustrates 
multiple names, “The name 
that was given to me when I 
was born was Nuvayoiyava, 
meaning Big Falling Snow. 
You can also translate that as 
Big Falling Snowflake. I 
received this name because 
my father belonged to the 
Rain-Cloud, or Water, Clan. It 
was traditional for aunts on the 
father’s side to name a child, 
and they usually selected a 
narhe that revealed the father’s, 
clan affiliations. Snow is an 
aspect of rain, so Nuvayolyava 
indicated my father’s clan. If 
you meet a man named 
Hontoechi, meaning Bear 
Moccasins, you know that his 
father was a Bear Clan person. 
If a man’s name is Chucka, 
meaning mud, you know that 
his father was Sand Clan,

Our word “coffin” comes 
from the Greek. “kophinos,” 
meaning “baskets.”

mutton or venison was boiled, 
thickened with oatmeal and 
flavored with wild herbs, formed 
the morning and evening meal 
in the hall of a Highland chief. 

On Skye, the ordinary diet is 
butter, cheese, milk, potatoes, 
colewort and oatmeal boiled 
with water. The latter taken with 
some bread. 

The same frugality prevailed 
in the Lowlands. At 
Lesmahagow, a village in 
Lanarkshire, the people lived on 


home. In some cultures, the 
dead were removed, not 
through their home’s front 
door, but by a hole cut in the 
wall and closed up afterward.

prison and a monstrous fine.

Ellis Island, the first stop for 
millions of American 
immigrants is falling into ruin 
and is now one of the nation’s 
eleven most endangered 
historic places, a preservation 
group says. 

The National Trust for 
Historic Preservation said a 
lack of funding for the 
National Park Service has led 
to poor maintenance on the 
island in New York Harbor. 
The trust blamed Congress. 

“This is a wake-up call for 
all Americans,” said Richard 
Moe, the trust’s president. 
“We cannot take our past for 
granted. Once these links are 
gone, they cannot be 
replaced.” 

The 26-acre island is owned 
by the federal government and 
is part of the Statue of Liberty 
National Monument. 

The restored Main Building 
was reopened with great 
fanfare in 1990 and other 
buildings have been restored 
as part of the Ellis Island 
Immigration Museum. Moe 
said many buildings badly 
need repairs.

because earth and sand 
together cover the breast of 
Mother Earth. If a name has 
tawa in it, meaning sun, that 
means the father belonged to 
the Sun Clan, which claims a 
special affiliation with the sun. 
However, a person’s named 
doesn’t. reveal his own clan, 
which is the same as his 
mother’s. Nuvayoiyava was 
the only name I had till I went 
to school. Because my 
teachers couldn’t pronounce it 
very well they shortened it to 
Yava. But that wasn’t enough 
for them. They didn’t like it 


that the children had no family - 


names. So they sort of tumed 
our individiual names into 
family names and gave us 
personal names like John, 
Mary, Henry, Peter, and so on. 

One teacher wanted to call 
me Oliver, but another one 
who took a personal interest 
in me said, “No, I like the name 
Albert, and that’s what we’re 
going to call him.’ This 
explains how I came to be 
Albert Yava. Later on in life 
when I was initiated into the 
One Horn Society they gave 
me a ceremonial name, 
Eutawisa, meaning Close In 
the Antelopes.. It was 
supposed to drown out my 
original name, but people still 
call me Yava.” (p.3) The first 
lesson with this tribe and many 
others is that you must 









consider clan affiliations in 
addition to the person’s name. 

The second lesson is that 
across all tribes, the 
governments and schools had 
a major influence on naming. 
Russell Means, son of an 
Oglala Lakota father and a 
Yankton Dakota mother, in 
what became known as South 
Dakota, describes government 
influence on the evolution of 
his name, “Although my white 
name is Russell, my mother 
also named me Wanbli 
Ohitika, or Brave Eagle. It 
was a good name to live up to. 
Grandpa John told endless 
stories about young men who 
had the opportunity to live up 
to their names. (p. 13) ........ I 
know comparatively little 
about my father’s family tree. 

Walter ‘Hank’ Means was 
an Oglala, a son of one of the 


seven bands of the Lakota | 


Nation. His great-grandfather 
broke wild horses into saddle 
broncs for the U.S. Army. In 
the Lakota way of naming 
people, the great- 
grandfather’s name meant 
something like ‘Trains His 
Horses Well,” a compliment 
that got lost when it was 
mistranslated as ‘Mean to His 
Horses.’ 

When his son went off to 
boarding school, the name was 
arbitrarily shortened to 
Means.” (p. 17) 





Generally speaking, the 
American government and 
government and church 
backed schools forced the 
Indians into adopting single 
surnames. It helped in the 
publicly announced policy of 
breaking the native peoples of 
their tradtional cultures and 
made it more convenient 
administratively for the 


. Americans to keep their 


records. 
Whether for good or bad, 
it is those very records that 


genealogists and people 


tracing their family histories 
now rely heavily on. 

In the Southeastern United 
States in the late 1700s and all 
through the 1800s many 
Cherokees adopted the 
European tradition of using 
surnames and passing the 
name on to their children. 
Many chose European 


_ surnames. Intermarriage also 


brought many European 
names into the tribe. As a 
result, Adair, Vann, Starr, 
Price, Grant, Hicks, Guess, 
Ward, Smith, Taylor, Ross, 
and Boudinot have been 
Cherokee names for many 
scores of years. 

- Some Cherokees translated 
the meaning of their Cherokee 
names into the English 
equivalent word, such as 
Bean, Walker, Bear Paw, 
Tadpole, Wolf, Locust, Flea, 
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Cricket, Rider, Pumpkinpile, 
Acorn, Housebug, Pigeon, or 
Smoke. In most Cherokee 
cases the names made 
reference to a single animal, 
insect, plant, or part of the 
environment, as opposed to 
the compound names common 
to many other Indian tribes 
like He Who Thinks, Holy 
Bear, Little Beaver, White 
Buffalo Calf Woman, or 
Thunder Over the Mountains. 
Compound names did appear 
among the Cherokees but not 
as frequently, like Goingsnake, 
Bellowingsnake, 
Dreadfulwater, Going Up 
Stream, Big Drum, 
Arrowkeeper, Broken In Two, 
Swimmer, Buck Scraper, Old 
Blanket, White Man Killer, or 
Tobacco Mouth. In addition, 
some Cherokees names were 
anglicized by translating the 
Cherokee language sounds 
into the English alphabet. 
Examples are Oo Ta Wo Ta, 
Ooh Lah Nea_ Tah, 


Ahquatageh, Ko Tut Tih Nih, 
Kow Wee Te Tee, Te Ke Nas 
Ki, Tehital Leh Th, Wah Wha 
UU Ta Ainth.

Delaware-Wyandot 
Nation monument 


dedicated in KS 


In 1843, a historic land deal 
between two Indian Nations, 
the Delaware and the 
Wyandot, involves much of 
what is today Kansas City, 
Kansas. A seven foot 
monument now pays tribute to 
this historic event. The 
monument is located on the 
campus of Kansas City 
Community College and was 
dedicated by the Wyandotte 
County Historical Society. 

The Wyandots moved to the 
area in 1842 after being forced 
from their lands in Ohio. 
Hopes to purchase land from 
the Shawnee south of the 
Missouri River did not 
materialize. On December 14, 
1843, the Delaware, who 
owned 2 million acres sold the 
Wyandot’s 36 sections of land 
at the convergence of the 
Missouri and Kansas rivers for 
$46,080 and gave them three 
additional sections for

John W. 
Heisman’s 
grave is rarely 
visited 

John W. Heisman, the 
coach from whom college’s 


football’s grandest honor is 
named, died in 1936 in New 


, York, but he is buried beside 


his second wife, Edith, at 
Forest Home Cemetery, 
Rhinelander. 

Heisman, who coached at 
Georgia Tech, Clemson and 
Rice, considered Rhinelander 
his second home. He served 
as athletic director of the 
Downtown Athletic club after 
his coaching career ended. 

His tombstone, a flush 
marker, is unadorned and 
rarely visited by tourists. In 
1983, a sealed glass container 
with four $12 tickets to a 
Minnesota-Illinois game were 
left by an unidentified visitor. 
The sexton removed them 
almost a year later. 

A memorial had been 
proposed in 1985, but 
construction never occurred. 
The Holiday Inn in 
Rhinelander honored Heisman 
by naming its banquet room 
for him. 

The only other memorial is 
at the Oneida County Airport 
where a plaque in the lobby 
lists all of the Heisman Trophy 
winners.
